The steamship Ashtabula, from this port to New York via Suez 
Canal and ports, was in this port for ten days at oil wharf. No rat 
guards were used, as the wharf is practically rat proof. Liberty was 
allowed to the entire crew. The whole fireman gang deserted the 
ship at the hour of sailing because two of their number were burned 
by a flareback from the oil burners. The crew was not bathed and 
disinfected here because of the probable change of crew and the 
many subsequent ports of call. Inspection was held on board at the 
hour of departure. 

The steamship Indradeo, Yokohama to New York, was in this port 
for five days anchored .in the stream. Liberty was allowed to the 
officers of the ship only and loading was done entirely by daylight. 
Inspection was held on board at the hour of departure. 

Morbidity. — The weekly report of the Municipal Health Department 
shows: Among foreigners new cases of enteric fever 1, diphtheria 1. 
Among natives deaths from smallpox 6, diphtheria 1, tuberculosis 10. 
Total deaths reported, foreigners 5; natives, 190.

LIMON, Fruit Port— Yellow Fever— inspection of Vessels. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Mengis reports : 

A death from yellow fever was reported at Siquires on July 31, 
1910, by the local medical officer. The patient was a Costa Kican 
woman who had been in Siquires for at least 3 months.
